WASHINGTON, -May 2-1.—"We have 


not yet secured any new nhipH, but are 
still negotiating for the Colon and 
China," said Assistant Secretary Mcl- 
ktcjohn at the close of business to-day.

ARMY MULES 
WANTED. 


WASHINGTON. May 24.—There was 


a lapse into sensational war rumors in 
Washington to-day after a week of 
comparative quietude. 
The rumors 


_-anged all the way from the capture of 
the little Mangrove with a cre%v of 133 
men to the reported destruction of the 
entire Spanish fleet by Sampson's and 
Schley's combined forces. 
They were 


circulated with persistence, notwith- 
standing their denial as soon as they 
could be brought to the attention of any 
official capable of passing judgment on 
their accuracy. As the day roiled along 
the officials themselves became appre- 
hensive, as was shown by the frequency 
vlth which they called for the latest 
_iews or bulletins. At the close of the 
day, however. It was again announced 
in the most positive manner that the 
navy department had no information 
to warrant the report of any sort of en- 
gagement In the Windward Passage. 


When Secretary" Long started for 


home after an exceptionally busy day, 
he stated to a group o£ newspaper men 
that the department had received no 
Information of importance. In response 
to an inquiry as to wheru Hio 'riiiii.lsh 
licet was located, Mr. Long replied that 
his belief was that It was still at San- 
tiago de Cuba. Concerhlng the, report- 
ed capture of the Mangrove and tho loss 
of other ships, the Secretary dismissed 
these stories a« purely conjectural and 
not Miiiportcd by facts.

eral weeks of work along the entire 
stretch from Atlantic and Gulf coasts, 
the navy depnrlmeul bus completed the 
most comprehensive an"d elllclenl sys- 
tem for observing the unnroucli of a 
hostile licet that has ever been put Into 
operation. Another bureau has been 
created for this purpose, known as the 
coast signal service, in charge of Cap- 
tain llartletl. who attends to this as 
well as the work of the naval board of 
Information. The department has the 
services of 2,:!00 moil stretched along 
tho coast from Bar Harbor, Maine, to 
Galvcston, Texas. These are divided In- 
to thirty-four centra! stations about 
sixty to one hundred miles apart alotig 
tho coast. The stations nre 
In turn 


connected directly by telegraph to the 
coast signal service onlce of the navy 
department and operators are on duty 
nlBht and lilay keeping the navy do- 
pnrtment 111 constant telegraphic touch 
with the Atlantic nnd Gulf coasts. 


Secretary Long projected this plan a 


month ago and »"r,,000 wus set nsldo to 
i-slnbltsli 
the points of observation 


along the coosl. 
After selecting 
the 


ihlrty-l'our central points from Maine 
lo Texas, rush orders were, given to 
build observation towers and quarters 
for Ihe observers. The naval mllltla- 
mcn. with the rank of naval nuarter- 
mnsters, are now on duty at each of 
these stations. 
The towers arc com- 


pleted and also the small houses for 
their living purposes. There are 233 of 
these mllltlnmeil now 
In the service. 


Tlie next step wns to have tho light 
house service made nn adjunct to llje 
aiasl observation. 
This wns done 


Jbrough the "co-operation of the treas- 
ury department and the light 
Iwurn1 


force of 1200 men scnltered from Maine 
to Texas are assisting the work of ob- 
ervation. The life saving service was 
brought Into similar co-operntlon 
so 


that now 10CO life snvers arc brought 
Into the observation force. The thirty- 
four central stations with the numerous 
light houses nnd life saving stations 
make a complete chain of observation 
points, all connected by telegraph or 
telephone with one another and with 
he navy ilepnrtment. 
By nrrnngement with, the telegraph 
ompanies the reports from these ob- 


serves take precedence over private 
telegraphic business, so that the navy 
lepartment Is enabled to get Immedia- 
tely telegraphic notice of the approach 
,f nuy hostile Hoot or suspicious ship.
